There  were  no  deaths  from  infectious  di cease  and  no  maternal  deaths. 
There  is  an  estimated  increase  of  3.93  in  the  population  over  last 
year,  and  the  number  of  births  continued  to  increase  which  despite 
an  increase  of  11  in  the  number  of  deaths  gives  a  natural  increase 
in  the  population  of  45  compared  with  47  last  year.  The  birth  rate 
is  higher  than  that  for  the  Country  as  a  whole ,  the  death  rate  is 
also  higher,  accounted  for  by  the  larger  proportion  of  old  people. 
The  only  disease  to  show  a  marked  increase  was  nephritis,  proh&bly 
a  passing  phase,  but  it  is  a  disease  some  times  associated  with 
strain  and  a  result  of  wear  and  tear. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  record  that  there  were  again 
no  maternal  deaths,  and  none  from  infectious

There  were  also  2  cases  of  Erysipelas  notified. 

It  was  a  very  favourable  year  for  infectious  disease.  The  only 
disease  showing  an  increase  on  last  year  was  Scarlet  Fever.  This 
was  a  mild  form  and  no  secondary  cases  were  traced  to  any  of  the 
six.-  There  was  no  case  of  Diphtheria  and  although  this  disease  has 
been  showing  a  steady  decrease  since  Immunisation  was  introduced, 
this  is  the  first  year  for  some  time  that  there  have  been  no  cases.

The  one  remaining  lodging  house  in  the  Town  has  been  well  conducted 
during  the  year  and  kept  in  a*  satisfactory  condition. 

Scavenging. 

House  and  trade  refuse  is  collected  weekly  by  means  of  a  covered 
motor  refuse  vehicle.  The  refuse  is  satisfactorily  disposed  of  by 
means  of  controlled  tipping  on  waste  land.  The  salvage  of  scrap  iron, 
rags,  bones,  etc.,  as  well  as  the  collection  of  waste  paper,  has 
been  proceeded  with  throughout  the  year.

(i)  The  twenty  temporary  dwellings  erected  on  the  Sedgeford  site 
during  the  year  were  occupied  in  august* 

(ii)  The  site  levelling,  construction  of  roads,  laying  of  sewers, 
water mains  etc.,  on  the  Egerton  Road  site  was  completed  in  December, 
and  the  erection  of  the  first  instalment  of  52  traditional  type 
houses  was  commenced  in  August. 

(iii)  A  detailed  scheme  for  the  development  of  the  land  between 
Sedgeford  and  Alkington  Gardens  is  in  course  of  preparation  with  a 
view  to  the  site  preparation  work  being  put  in  hand  at  an  early  date.

The  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouse  has  been  maintained  in  a 

satisfactory  condition  during  the  year.  The  meat  thereat  has  been 

regularly  examined  and  any  carcases  or  parts  found  defective 

jondemned  and  disposed  of  as  necessary.

One  ease  of  infestation  with  bed  bugs  has  been  found  during  the 
year.  The  premises  were  stoved  throughout  and  the  nuisance  abated.-
